UNIFORM LA ND ACQUISITION OFFE R 


TO: Mr. James S. Jackson 

120 Harvest Road 
Bluffton, Indiana 46714 


The Board of Aviation Commissioners of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
(hereinafter called "the Board") is authorized by law to obtain your land for 
certain public purposes. 

The Board needs a strip of your land, which is located Northwest of the 
Northwest corner of Baer Field, the Fort Wayne Municipal Airport, in order to re¬ 
route the Indianapolis Road over Dalman and Smith Roads, in order to extend the 
Northwest Runway #31 and taxiway at the Airport, which strip is described as 
follows: 

8.60 acres in the Northwest Quarter of Section 5, Township 
29 North, Range 12 East, including the house located 
thereon and located at the Southeast corner of Dalman and 
Smith Roads in Allen County, Indiana, as set forth on the 
attached legal description marked Exhibit "A". 

It is our opinion that the fair market value of said property we want to ac¬ 
quire frOm you is $ 75,000.00. 

The Board offers you said amount for the above described property, computed 
free and clear of all liens, real estate taxes to be prorated to date of closing. 

You have thirty (30) days from this date to accept or reject this offer. If 
you accept this offer, you may expect payment in full within ninety (90) days 
after signing the documents accepting this offer and executing the deed, and 
provided there are no difficulties in clearing liens or other problems with title to 
the land. Possession will be required at the time you receive your payment in full. 

HERE IS A BRIEF SUMMARY OF YOUR OPTIONS AND LEGALLY PROTECTED 
RIGHTS: 

1. By law, the Board of Aviation Commissioners of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, is required to make a good faith effort to purchase your property. 

2. You do not have to accept this offer. 

3. However, if you do not accept this offer, and we cannot come to an 
agreement on the acquisition of your land, the Board has the right to file suit to 





condemn and appropriate the land in the county in which the real estate is located. 

4. You have the right to seek advice of an attorney, real estate appraiser 
or any other person of your choice on this matter. 

5. You may object to the public purpose and necessity of this project. 

6. If this Board files a suit to condemn and appropriate your land and 
the court grants its request to condemn, the court will then appoint three (3) 
appraisers who will make an independent appraisal of the land to be appropriated. 

7. If we both agree with the court appraisers' report, then the matter is 
settled. However, if either of us disagrees with the appraisers' report to the 
court, either of us has the right to ask for a trial to decide what should be paid 
to you for the land condemned. 

8. If the court appraisers’ report is not accepted by either of us, then 
this Board has the legal option of depositing the amount of the court appraisers' 
evaluation with the court. And if such a deposit is made with the court, this 

' Board is legally entitled to immediate possession of the land. You may, subject to 
the approval of the court, make withdrawals from the amount deposited with the 
court. Your withdrawal will in no way affect the proceeds of your case in court, 
except that, if the final judgment awarded you is less than the withdrawal you 
have made from the amount deposited, you will be required to pay back to the 
court the amount of the withdrawal in excess of the amount of the final judgment. 

9. The trial will decide the full amount of damages you are to receive. 

Both of us will be entitled to present legal evidence supporting our opinions of the 
fair market value of the land. The court's decision may be more or less than tins 
offer. You may employ, at your expense, appraisers and attorneys to represent 
you al this lime or any time during the course of the proceedings described in this 

offer.
